In like manner, the source of 
spiritual life is not visible, or known by our senses, but 
the presence of the spiritual life is evident in the deeds 
and the words of the person who has the Spirit. Romans 
8:15 says, “For ye have not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear; but ye have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father.” This is the sound of the 
person who has been born of the Spirit. Men may not 
understand where a Christian’s spiritual life comes from, 
but they can clearly detect it in the man who has the 
Spirit.

Il. DISRESPECT FOR HOLY THINGS 





OD’S PEOPLE have been in jeopardy in all ages— 

facing perils that would render them useless rub- 

ble instead of vessels of honor. Because God has 
particularly blessed the Pentecostal people in this age and 
has ordained them to be ambassadors of Him upon the 
earth, they must face peculiar perils designed to corrupt 
their righteousness and make nil their testimony. Those 
who escape the peril of living a negative life might un- 
wittingly develop a disrespect for holy things. 

It has been well said that familiarity breeds contempt. 
Oddly, this can also be true of spiritual things, unless the 
Christian possesses the poise and balance to retain prop- 
er attitudes and perspectives. It should be that the nearer 
a person draws to that which is sacred, the greater awe 
he will possess for it; but, the opposite is true in the cases 
of those whose religious fever exceeds their wisdom and 
understanding. Some suppose that an air of flippancy 
and casualness gives proof of intimacy, with people, ob- 
jects, or conditions. Because we Pentecostals stress com- 
plete devotion to God and absolute holiness, encouraging 
an unusual degree of spirituality, there is a peculiar 
danger that some will assume this attitude of disrespect 
for holy things. We must beware of this peril with all 
diligence. 


\ BECAUSE OF OUR SPIRITUAL FREEDOM 
there is in some an incessant desire to cast aside all 
restraint and regulation. Divine government is a holy 

thing and must be respected 
THE DESPISING by all those who are truly spir- 
OF GOVERNMENT itual. God has set government 

and gifts in the Church, and 
in the heart of man the fruits of the Spirit. He has given 
fruit, gifts and government because they are all needed 
by His people. We must cherish and covet these things, 
despising none and honoring all. The fruit of the Spirit 
without the gifts and government would become im- 
potence; the gifts of the Spirit without the fruit and the 
government would become fanaticism and intolerance; 
and government without the fruit and gifts of the Spirit 
would become tyranny. 

Regulations, system, and order are the beneficial ef- 
fects of divine government. Oppressive government is 
not divine, and it should be rigorously resisted by all 
those who love God. 

Some denominations before us have settled into this 
oppressive type of government from which bondage re- 

formers and crusaders struggled to free the Church of 

a our Lord. True and spiritual government, however, is our 
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guarantee of spiritual freedom and our safeguard 
against heresy and apostasy. It is both involuntary and 
inevitable, because it is in divine order. Many who boast 
that they are without government are actually subject 
to a rigorous spiritual code and bond of fellowship. We 
Pentecostals must not be deceived in this matter, but 
must covet and contend for that government which God 
has set in the Church. 


THREE SINS are often committed against 
the Pentecostal ministry: familiarity, imposition, and 
criticism. Like Elijah, Pentecostal pastors and preachers 

are men subject to like pas- 
DISRESPECT FOR sions as ye are (James 5:17). 
MINISTERS Because of their friendliness 

and intimacy with their mem- 
bers, less respectful people trespass all barriers of 
honor and esteem to commit one or all of these three sins. 
Sometimes there is only a hairline between affection 
and disdain, but the difference should always be ob- 
served, for one is to be desired passionately and the 
other avoided strictly. It is an error when ministers are 
called by their first names because of an imposed in- 
timacy or an assumed camaraderie. Situations such as 
this are particularly perilous to Pentecostal people, be- 
cause our ministers do not affect a touch-me-not atti- 
tude toward their members. However, the very fact that 
they are willing to work among their people and con- 
stantly mix and mingle with them should create a 
greater veneration for them rather than destroy that 
which normally would exist. 

We must remember that when we hurt the influence 
of our church leaders, we are hurting not only them but 
ourselves as well. If we are to capture the world with our 
glorious gospel, then we must beware lest we fall into 
the pit of disrespect for our ministers. God Himself re- 
spects and honors His faithful ministers and expects all 
men to do likewise. His attitude toward them is to be seen 
clearly in Romans 10:15 and 2 Chronicles 36:16. 


A COMMON CRITICISM heard of Pente- 
costal churches is their lack of reverence for their place 
of worship. Many spiritual-minded people among us are 
often embarrassed or offended by the utter disrespect 

of Pentecostal.people for their 
DISORDER IN THE sanctuaries. The house of God 
HOUSE OF GOD should be a place of rev- 

erence and worship, not of 
uncomely gaiety and hilarity. This condition exists 
because Pentecostal people have an uncommon degree of 
fellowship one with another and are always happy to 
see each other at church that they spend an unbecoming 
length of time chatting and laughing together, before 
and after their services. What pastor is there among 
us who has not at times felt it almost a profanation to

HIS VILE BODY! It is vile and must be 
changed. It must be fashioned like unto His 
glorious body. The ability to do this is guar- 
anteed by the power of the Son of God, in 
raising Himself from the dead. In what does 
the change consist? and what is the dif- 
ference between His glorious body and our vile body? 

From this natural body shall be eliminated weakness, 
corruption, and dishonor, and the power of immortality 
shall be imparted. We have seen that Jesus is the Elder 
Brother of the race, and the First Fruits of them that 
slept. As we have borne the image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image of the heavenly. 

In 1 Corinthians 15:44-46 the apostle says, “There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual body. And so it is 
written, The first man Adam was made a living soul; 
the last Adam was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit 
that was not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural; and afterward that which is spiritual.” Here is 
a clear statement as to the natural and spiritual. The 
first was natural; the second, spiritual. Christ was the 
spiritual, and Adam the natural. 

We do not have to go beyond the grave or the resur- 
rection to find a spiritual body. Christ represents and is 
a model of the risen body. He bears a spiritual body. No- 
where in the Scriptures are we taught that any change 
came to the Son of God after His death. His life was sin- 
less and His body incorruptible. He could not see corrup- 
tion. Acts 13:35, “Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy One 
to see corruption.” Every act of humiliation was volun- 
tary, as was all shame and reproach that came to Him. 
He was not weak and impotent, but omnipotent, possess- 
ing every characteristic of the risen body as described in 
1 Corinthians 14. Because He was sinless, death could not 
triumph over Him. Sin is the cause of death. His death 
was voluntary. He had power to lay it down, and He had 
power to take it up again. He did both. He said, “No man 
taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have power to take it up 
again,” John 10:18. If He had not chosen to die, the angry 
mob could not have put Him to death. He did it willing- 


ly. 





A NATURAL BODY IS weak and corruptible.

it wills to do so or not, because the Bible says, “Dust thou 
art, and unto dust thou shalt return.” To this body be- 
longs corruption, weakness, nonspirituality, making it a 
natural body. The difference between a spiritual body 
and a natural body is the difference between the body of 
Christ and that of man under dominion of sin and death. 
That which was natural was first, and that which was 
spiritual was second. As we have borne the image of the 
first, we shall also bear the image of the second. Our vile 
body shall be fashioned like unto His glorious body, and 
we shall then have a spiritual body. “Spirit has not flesh 
and bone as ye see me have.” God is a Spirit, but this 
does not prove that a spiritual being hath no form. Man 
has a spirit, and he must worship God in spirit and in 
truth. Moffatt renders this to say “in spirit and reality,” 
the spirit of just men made perfect in eternity with God 
where men have forms. In our glorious body we shall be 
like the heavenly, which Paul says was the spiritual and 
was after the natural. 

Man immortality is not simply spirit, but a spirit with a 
heavenly body, and that body is the natural body raised 
in incorruption. If we find one redeemed human being 
described in the Word of God, it follows that all the re- 
deemed shall liken him. In John’s vision, as recorded in 
the Revelation, he tells us that there came to him a 
glorious being, or a person, whose appearance was such 
as to impress John with the fact that he was an object 
of worship. John was restrained from worshiping him 
only by being told that the bright and glorious being 
was one of his fellow servants of the prophets and his 
brethren—a man redeemed, clothed in brightness and 
glory. May we not have some idea of the appearance of 
God our Father from the appearance of the Son? And 
having this cannot we have some idea of what we shall 
be? for we shall be like the Son who is the image of the 
Father. 


IN GENESIS 1:26 God said, “Let us make 
man in our image, and after our likeness.” Jesus was

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SELF

“Eramine ... prove... know your OWN SELVES,” 2 
Corinthians 13:15. 


T BECOMES EVIDENT that God intends, through 
g the medium of His Word, for man to SEE himself 
just as he is seen from God’s point of view. Our 
concern, our real problem, our avowed enemy is “self,” 
not the other fellow. Our first interest, in obeying God, 
when He said, “. .. work out YOUR OWN salvation with 
fear and trembling,” is to “examine” SELF, “prove” SELF, 
“know” SELF. ° 
This seems to have been God’s ordained way with man 
from the beginning. He told Israel, “The Lord thy God led 
thee these forty years in the wilderness, to HUMBLE thee, 
and to prove thee, to KNOW what was in thy heart,” Deu- 
teronomy 8:2. David expressed a similar truth when he 
said, “Search ME, O God, and KNOW my heart: try ME, 
and know MY thoughts,” Psalm 139:23. God’s way with 
Israel was to HUMBLE, PROVE, KNOW; David said, 
SEARCH, TRY and KNOW; Paul said, EXAMINE, PROVE, 
KNOW. With all, the same meaning is obvious. God’s pur- 
pose is to know. “For the Lord your God proveth you, to 
KNOW whether ye love the Lord your God with all your 
heart and with all your soul,” Deuteronomy 13:3. “Self” 
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must be examined, tested, proved, tried, not only that God 
may KNOW our love for Him, but that WE ALSO, may 
KNOW in whom we have believed. 

It requires, first of all, an honest and sincere heart i 
we are to focus God’s Word inwardly into our own self- 
life. It is not difficult to see the mote in our brother’s eye, 
but to see the beam in our own requires the necessity of 
placing “self” under the scrutinizing light of God’s eter- 
nal Word. 

There are innumerable ways in which “self” is made 
known. A few of these are self-will, self-pity, self-love, 
self-righteousness, self-exaltation, self-promotion, self- 
glory, self-indulgence, self-sufficiency, s e1f-admiration 
and many others. Man would live his life in the flesh, for 
HIS selfish pleasure. God would have man to live his life 
in the spirit, for His glory and honor. Man’s ways are all 
FOR “self.” God’s ways are all AGAINST “self.” Man 
would KEEP his self-life; God would have him LOSE it. 
“Self” is the pivot around which man’s life revolves; God 
would have His Son the infinite source of man’s existence. 


SELF” IS AN unpredictable personality; 
from the deepest contrition and humility to the most ex- 
alted heights of egotism is the realm of “self’s” habitat. 
“Self” will feel at ease among the most devout and pious, 
or serenely bask in the glamorous spotlight of glory, 
fame, and honor. “Self” may weep, cry, and agonize at 
an altar of prayer, or feel equally at home among the ex- 
tremely hilarious and jubilant. “Self” is not embarrassed 
with preaching, praying, shouting, singing; neither trou- 
bled when being deceitful, proud, arrogant, or boastful. 
“Self” may be either an introvert, or an extrovert. From 
“self’s” point of view “self” is always right. “Self” may 
live contented in squalor, poverty, ignorance, or become 
discontented with riches, luxury, learning. “Self” may be 
stubborn or agreeable, morose or humourous, foreboding 
or extremely optimistic. “Self” has a host of self-sins 
and subterfuges. “Self” delights in that which is sensa- 
tional, ‘that which tends toward exhibitionism, or any- 
thing which elevates or promotes “self.” 

“Self” is entirely self-centered. The self-life feeds upon 
the meat of self-love, self-pity, self-promotion, and self- 
indulgence. God’s ways for the self-life work counter- 
clockwise to the natural man. His way is self-examina- 
tion, self-denial, self-condemnation, and, eventually, self- 
crucifixion. For this reason a Christian’s life requires 
and demands determination, faith, and perseverance. It 
is a way of opposition, self-denial and cross-bearing. A 
willingness to suffer affliction, persecution, and tribula- 
tion is a prerequisite for a successful, victorious Chris- 
tian life. 

“Self” is NOT the “old man”; neither is “self” the 
“carnal mind,” the “Adamic nature,” or the “inbred sin 
with which we come into the world. “Self” is a distinct 
individual, a personality, a life. It is I, you—the natural 
man. “Self” sits enthroned within the human heart as 
ruler and king; “self” is exceedingly reluctant to relin- 
quish his throne to another. His will is supreme; his last 
wish is to be usurped, or overthrown. “Self’s first in- 
stinct is self-preservation, the exact opposite of self- 
crucifixion. “Self” desires to live, not die. “Self” wants to 
be exalted, not humbled. “Self” seeks power and pleasure, 
not poverty and pain; self-indulgence, not self-denial.

“Self” wants the praise and honor of man, NOT the > 
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When we begin to examine “self,” in the light of God’s 
Word, we find that vanity, disobedience, boasting, pride, 
together with a froward heart and a tendency to forget 

d’s commandments, to serve other gods, erect graven 
mages, and many other things, are characteristic of, and 
attributable to, “self.” Self-efforts, self-works, and self- 
righteousness are insufficient and will not suffice to cor- 
rect “self’s’” weaknesses. God has provided His way; He 
has set His standard. God’s way is the way of Calvary. 
“Self” seeks comfort, pleasure, and ease in the natural 
life to provide happiness. God’s joy and happiness, which 
is found in His Son, is obtained by opposite means. God’s 
ordained way for man’s ultimate, eternal good is the way 
of the cross. It is self-crucifixion. To FIND this abundant 
life means to LOSE the self-life. 

If we would seek to KNOW our love for God, the cross 
supplies the answer. Jesus truly is a friend indeed, one 
that sticketh closer than any earthly brother. Just how 
much do we LOVE HIM? Jesus said, “Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay down his life for his 
friends,” John 15:13. His love for us has already been 
proved; it is OUR love FOR HIM that God desires to know. 
Do WE love HIM enough for us to experience the truth, 
as stated by Paul, “For YE ARE DEAD, and YOUR LIFE 
is hid with Christ in God,” Colossians 3:3. 

“Self” must submit and surrender to the divine will of 
God. The cross for “self” becomes inevitable if a life in 
Him is realized, as expressed so beautifully by Isaac 
Watts in the song “At the Cross”: “But drops of grief 
can ne’er repay the debt of love I owe; here, Lord, I give 
MYSELF away; ’tis all that I can do.” God wants, and 
demands, that we give Him our all; He wants ourselves, 
all of our self-life. We either LOSE “our life” to have His, 
or we KEEP ours and lose His. It is either our way or 
His way, our will or His will, our life or His life. His life 
is eternal, beautiful, sweet, and restful; ours is like a 
vapor, ugly, often bitter and turbulent. 


MAN’S GREATEST enemy is not the man 
on the outside, but the one inside of every human heart; 
it is I, mine, self. The late Charles Noel Douglas said, “A 
victory won over self is the only victory acceptable to 
God.” The late E. Y. Mullins said, “The secret of spiritual 
power is self-crucifixion.” No truths, outside of God’s 
Word, have been more aptly stated. 

Jesus stands at the door of every heart, knocking to be 
let in. He would like to enter and take complete and full 
control of every life. Self decides as to whether the door 
is opened or remains closed. He is too gentle, considerate, 
and tender to force an entrance; besides, He wants and 
awaits an invitation. God in the very beginning made 
man a free moral agent. It is man’s prerogative to step 


down and vacate the citadel of his own heart, or re-' 


mained enthroned therein. “Self” holds the key that 
alone will open the door. “Self” must be willing to abdi- 
cate, and surrender to another, before the Prince of Peace 
can rule and reign in the life. God, in His infinite wisdom, 
it seems, could not have planned it otherwise. Before 
man He has placed a “blessing” and a “curse.” “Self” 
alone makes the final, ultimate, eternal decision as to 
which is chosen. 

Jesus said, “Whosoever doth not bear HIS cross, and 
come after me, CANNOT be my disciples,” Luke 14:7. 
There is only one reason for bearing a cross, only one 
purpose to be realized, only one object to be gained. Our 
destination must be Calvary; “our” life must be “lost”; 
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“self” must be crucified. “Our cross” otherwise is mean- 
ingless. God created man, in the beginning, for HIS glory. 
It becomes evident that man could never glorify the 
Father by continually, through this life’s span, bearing a 
cross. To bear a cross implies humiliation, shame, re- 
proach, self-denial, suffering, and death. “OUR” cross is 
God’s way of testing, proving, knowing OUR love for HIM. 
Jesus makes cross-bearing mandatory for discipleship; 
He says that without it we CANNOT be His disciples. For 
God to KNOW, for US to KNOW, Gethsemane and Gol- 
gotha are just as real for “self” as they were for Christ. 

Trying conditions, unpleasant circumstances, disagree- 
able environments may be used of God, many times, for 
OUR crosses. Temptations, misunderstandings, burdens, 
all produce a cross. The cross may mean that we shall be 
forsaken, despised, and reproached for His sake. The cross 
is a way of shame, humiliation; a way of affliction, per- 
secution, tribulation. The cross is real for the Christian; 
indispensable for discipleship. The crosses sometimes 
hardest to bear often come through those who are near- 
est and dearest to us. The cross is a way of pain, grief, 
and sorrow. The cross is God’s provision for the self-life. 
It is God’s only answer for “self.” 

Many Christians seem to think that because Jesus has 
ALREADY borne the suffering and shame of Calvary 
that they are exempt from any similar, personal experi- 
ence. We know differently, however, from Christ’s own 
words. He said, “Whosoever doth not bear HIS cross, and 
come after me, CANNOT be my disciple.” From these 
words we know that there is ALSO A CROSS FOR US. 
This truth is truly expressed in the old song, “Must Jesus 
bear the cross alone, and all the world go free; no, there’s 
a@ cross for every one, and there’s a cross for me.” 


Pau. SAID, “But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
the world is crucified unto me, and I unto the world,” 
Galatians 6:14. Paul knew whereof he spoke; he experi- 
enced cross-bearing in all of its grim reality. Stripes 
above measure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths oft, 
five times beaten with thirty-nine stripes, three times 
beaten with rods, once stoned, three times shipwrecked, 
a night and a day in the deep; in extreme dangers in the 
waters, of robbers, by his own countryman, by heathen; 
in great dangers in the cities, the wilderness, at sea, 
among false brethren; in weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, IN FREQUENT 
FASTS, in cold and nakedness. 

Surely Paul knew what it meant to BEAR a cross. To 
have endured this, surely he (self) must have been cruci- 
fied with Christ. There is no self-life implied in this 
testimony. “Self” could not have borne up under this 
gruelling pace. With the care of all the churches added 
to the above, as Paul’s responsibility, it becomes even 
more evident that he had “lost” his self-life. Truly, in- 
deed, he must have been crucified with Christ. Not him, 
Paul, “self” any more, but Christ was the source and the 
strength of his life. 

Is it reasonable to believe and assume that this “cruci- 
fied” life is only God’s prescribed form for Paul and the 
early saints, and that we are excluded, or forbidden to 
testify as did Paul? The secret to Paul’s phenomenal suc- 
cess for Christ lies in the truth of his statement when he 
said, “I AM CRUCIFIED with Christ: nevertheless I live; 
yet NOT I, but Christ liveth in me.” Paul’s success for

“Then came the disciples to Jesus apart, and said, Why 
could not we cast him out? And Jesus said unto them, 
Because of your unbelief: for verily I say unto you, If ye 
have faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto 
this mountain, Remove hence to yonder place; and it 
shall remove; and nothing shall be impossible unto you,” 
Matthew 17:19, 20. 


T THE TIME OF this failure of the disciples to 
Ass out a devil, Peter, James, and John were on 

the mount of transfiguration with Jesus and 
having a great time, but one is made to wonder if the 
case would have been any better had these three been 
present. Right at this time there was a question in their 
minds as to their future in the kingdom. “Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven?” they asked. 

Having had a lengthy experience in church work, the 
writer is made to wonder if the power of many useful 
ministers hasn’t been dwarfed in a great measure be- 
cause too much time has been spent in their thinking of 
the next better place and more money instead of humbly 
making the best of the present. If we have faith, the fu- 
ture will be better for all concerned. 

All Christian workers have successes enough in their 
work to assure them that they have a treasure of power. 
If this does not exalt them beyond measure, they will 
have failures enough to let them know how weak the ves- 
sels are that hold this treasure. It is possible, however, 
for an individual to be carried up so high that he fails to 
see his own failure till tragedy befalls him. This is a sad 
picture, but many have thus gone down in history, writ- 
ten or unwritten. 

We have an unfailing power, embodied in a gospel 
that never grows old. Paul said, “I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God unto sal- 
vation to every one that believeth.” If it is too old for 
you, a thorough examination is necessary. 

This power is also embodied in the Spirit that always 
remains. Jesus promised that the Father would give us 
another Comforter, known as the Spirit of truth, and 
that He would abide with us forever. 

This power 1s also embodied in a Lord, a Saviour, a 
Master who is always the same, yesterday, today, and 
forever. Many people go about their work of service and 
worship as if they were commemorating the life and 
death of some great person. Our Saviour is not dead but 
alive and Master of every situation. He promised to be 
with us alway, even unto the end of the world. 


WHEN, BEING ARMED with a GOSPEL of 
power, filled with the SPIRIT of comfort and truth, and 
marching with the MASTER COMMANDER who has nev- 
er failed, we have a condition of exercising the power to 
cast out devils, heal the sick, and work miracles that will 
astound the mighty.

Isaiah 55:2, “Wherefore do ye spend your money for 
that which is not bread? and your labor for that which 
satisfieth not? hearken diligently unto me, and EAT YE 
THAT WHICH IS GOOD, and let your soul delight itself 
in fatness.”

Eat, O my friend, 
that which is good.

the world and with God at the same time, but we are told 
in 1 Corinthians 10:21, “Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot be partakers of 
the Lord’s table, and of the table of devils.” As stated, it 
is plain to see that these two are too far apart to eat at 
both at the same time. 


EATING AT God’s table. John 6:53, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in you.” These 
words form a part of our Lord’s great discourse following 
the miracle of feeding a multitude with but five barley 
loaves and two small fish. There was a pause in our 
Lord’s teaching, and the Jews, mystified with His re- 
marks, took advantage of the pause to dispute among 
more repulsive to the Jews than to us. He had a religious 


. horror of touching or tasting anything in which there 


was blood. In fact, they were forbidden to touch blood, 
much less drink it. This statement was too much for 
many of His disciples. Verse 66, “And they left him.” 
They made the mistake so many are making today by 
taking what He said literally. What He meant was a 
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spiritual eating and drinking. This they ought to have 
seen very easily. The fact that He said they had no life 
themselves. It is sometimes difficult to make people think, 
but attention is at once arrested by some unusual re- 
mark. So is this case. The thought of drinking blood was 
in them except they did eat and drink, should have 
showed them this. They had natural animal life but no 
spiritual life. 

Few passages have been so painfully wrested and per- 
verted as this one. As is well known, the sacramental 
view of the Lord’s Supper is held tenaciously by the ad- 
herent of the Roman Catholic Church. According to their 
belief, everything depends on eating and drinking of the 
sacred elements. The eating and drinking referred to 
here does not mean any literal eating and drinking. 
Above all, the words were not spoken with any reference 
to the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. It means that re- 
ception of Christ’s sacrifice which takes place when man 
believes on Christ crucified for salvation. It is an inward 
and spiritual act of the heart when a man feels his own 
guilt and sinfulness, lays hold of Christ, and trusts in 
the atonement made for Him by His death. At once he 
eats the flesh of the Son of Man and drinks His blood. 
Faith in Christ’s atonement is the thing of absolute ne- 
cessity to salvation. As one has said, “Christ is the food 
of my life. I would die if he did not feed me with his 
flesh and blood.” Spiritual life begins by drinking in the 
meaning of the shed blood and atoning death. The figure 
used by our Lord is suggested of a way into life only 
through death and sacrifice. His flesh and blood could be 
available only by death; by His vicarious sacrifice alone 
can eternal life be attained. Bread can become bread only 
by crushing and by the oven, so that when our Lord 
likened Himself to bread He was in effect emphasizing the 
necessity of His atoning death. Thus, He became the 
Bread of Life. 

Here is a true story I have read somewhere. “A soldier 
was given up to die. On his parents’ being notified, his old 
father hastened from a long distance to his bedside in the 
hospital, carrying with him a bundle with something 
wrapped in it. The poor-soldier lay half conscious, and 
nothing the father or attendants said could arouse him, 
until his father exclaimed, ‘Here is a loaf of your moth- 
er’s bread which I have brought you.’ ‘Bread from home!’ 
said the dying man. ‘Bread from home! Give me some.’ 
And from that hour be began to improve, to the surprise 
of all.” O dying soul, we have to offer you bread from 
home. “Bread from heaven; give me some,” won’t you 
say? 

Food in proper portions and quality is so essential to 
the good health of our natural bodies, and to that point 
the attention of man is often called. We want the best 
for ourselves and our families. But when it comes to our 
spiritual food, anything will do; for the cold-hearted, 
professing church member today his soul food is about 
like God said about Ephraim, Hosea 7:8, “a half baked 
cake.” There is no need to get by on meager fare and die 
with spiritual malnutrition when, as the forlorn prodigal 
said, “Even the hired servants (or the least) in my fath- 
er’s house have enough and to spare.” You will find in 
the Church of God that the food is good and plentiful. 
Ours is not the European plan, where we have room and 
food is optional; but the family style, where you can help 
yourself until your soul is satisfied to the fullest. 

I leave for your food thought the above poem that I 
found in an old, old book of songs.

begin worship service abruptly in the face of such chatter 
and mirth. 

How pleasant it is to enter a church where an organ 
or piano is playing softly while the people sit in quiet 
meditation before the service begins. How wonderful it 
is to find the worshipers kneeling quietly at the altar 
or at their seats waiting upon the Lord in prayer rather 
than loudly visiting and walking about over the church. 

Our word “church,” referring to the building instead 
of the people, is of Anglo-Saxon origin from the Greek 
kyriakon, meaning the Lord’s house. It is definitely more 
than a structure, or it is nothing at all. It is a sanctuary, 
a dedicated meeting place between man and his God. 
It is both unbecoming and unspiritual to make it by prac- 
tice a social meeting place instead of a spiritual haven. 
Many people find it hard to reconcile the apparent de- 
votion and sincerity of Pentecostal people with their dis- 
regard for the sanctity of the Lord’s house. Children 
should be taught to worship the Lord rather than be 
permitted to mill in the aisles before and after worship. 
They should be taught to reverence the house of the 
Lord; for if Moses was commanded to take his shoes 
off when standing on hallowed ground, then we certainly 
need to keep a spiritual attitude toward the place where 
we meet God. This point is particularly perilous to Pente- 
costal people because it is already widespread to the 
point of being rampant. 


IT IS TRAGIC and almost unbelievable that 
Pentecostal people could ever be light and chaffy con- 
cerning the very experience that makes them Pente- 
costal—the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. However, a dan- 
gerous condition exists and 
can, if not curbed, become the 
element that will spoil us in the hands of God. Nothing 
on earth is more grievous to me than to hear people 
jestingly refer to the Holy Ghost or His manifestations 
in the lives of men. My baptism in the Holy Ghost is a 
precious and glorious experience in my life, one that 
brings me, with humility, to the altar of thanksgiving 
before almighty God. This experience to me is an en- 
duement of power from on high, and any flippant or 
callow remark concerning it would be unappreciation and 
disrespect of the greatest extreme. 

It is not fitting to refer to a spiritual blessing as “a 
spell” or “a fit.” By so doing we reduce to a plaything or 
a jolly prankster Him who is the Third Person of the 
triune God. Irresponsible reference to our experience in 
the Holy Ghost has no doubt turned many people away 
from seeking this glorious experience. Without realiz- 
ing the superficiality of their words, some people

laughingly refuse a cup of coffee with the words “No. 


thank you; I’m sanctified.” In this common little joke 
the one who offered the cup of coffee or the one who 
accepts it, replies, “Well, I have the Holy Ghost, so I’m 
strong enough to take it.” What! Has the Holy Spirit 
of God baptized you with His essence only that you might 
drink a cup of coffee? How dangerous and irresponsible 
is such chaffy reference to God. Enough spirituality will 
prohibit such nonsense and sacrilege as this. 

Never will I forget the first time I heard a person 
testify thus: “Praise the Lord I have the walking, talk- 
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ing, leaping, jumping, shouting, hopping Holy Ghost!” 
I realized that the person testifying sought only to em- 
phasize that the Holy Spirit is a person and that He 
lives, but such an irreverent statement made a burlesque 
of the man’s experience and an impish animator of the 
Spirit of God. Even though this is sometimes said by 
well-meaning people, in order to emphasize the reality 
of their experience in the Spirit, it is a most irreverent 
and ignorant way to refer to the Third Person of the 
Godhead. Jesus also lived and is a vibrant reality in 
the lives of men, but who would dare profane His 
precious name by saying: “The walking, talking, leap- 
ing, jumping, shouting, hopping Jesus Christ has saved 
my soul!” Such a statement would be considered blas- 
phemous and would freeze the blood of those who heard 
it. Such disrespect proves absolutely nothing but the 
fact that we are not deeply spiritual enough to realize 
the true glories and richness of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Let us keep in mind that ours is a high calling in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Our responsibility to God and man is 
great, and it can not possibly be met unless we walk 
circumspectly, that is, looking all about us for those 
things that might destroy us or render us ineffective 
servants of the Lord. We are not to avoid only those 
sins that will send us to hell, but those impediments of 
the spirit that will make us odious instead of a sweet- 
smelling savour. Then let us examine our hearts to see 
that there is no disrespect for holy things therein. We 
must honor and esteem that which is holy and that 
which is divine. How tragic it would be if Pentecostal 
people failed to respect and esteem that which makes 
them what they are and that which they proclaim to all 


the world.

God manifested in the flesh and clothed in human form. 
He could not have shown Himself in any other way and 
have given to man a just and true conception of His 
character. No man, on the account of God’s majesty and 
brightness, could look upon Him and live; for since the 
fall of man, man can not talk face to face with God. 
To speak to men, He must hide Himself from their sight 
while He talks to them or reveals the truth to His people. 
He appeared to Moses in a burning bush. He came to the 
patriarchs in the person of angels. He hid Himself in 
thick clouds of darkness and in fire, and at the latter 
days He came to man clothed with humanity. This is as 
close to man as He can come till He makes all things new. 
He has always been allied to man; and since man went 
away from God, He has never come so close to the race 
as He came to it in the incarnation, thus bringing man 
back to Him. 

St. John 17:2, “And the glory which thou gavest me I 
have given them; that THEY MAY BE ONE, even as we 
are one.” In the light of this scripture, if we can find 
what this was that the Father gave the Son, then we can 
know what heaven’s joy will be to us. Peter says that he 
and James and John were eyewitnesses of His majesty. 
“For he received from God the Father honor and glory, 
when there came such a voice to him from the excellent 
glory, saying, This is my beloved Son in whom I am well 
pleased,” 2 Peter 1:17. We find recorded in Matthew 17:2, 
“And was transfigured before them; and his face did

shine as the sun, and his raiment was white as the light.” 
We can not look at the sun at noonday because of its 
dazzling brightness, though it may be millions of miles 
from us. The glory that surrounded the Saviour at His 
transfiguration was the same as that which surrounds 
Him now. We shall be like Him. “And the word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth,” John 1:14. 

The wealth of language becomes exhausted in the at- 
tempt to describe the glory of the Son of God. We shall 
share with Him in His glory, as white as light, as white 
as snow. Nothing has ever been seen in the natural world 
or made by human art that gives even a faint conception 
of His excellent glory. His face did shine as the sun; His 
raiment was as white as the light. No wonder the apostle, 
in contemplating His excellent glory exclaimed, “It doth 
not yet appear what we shall be: but we know that when 
he shall appear we shall be like him.”

Christ depended, as does ours, on HIS crucifixion with 
Christ. “Self” had experienced death at Calvary. 

The cross results in a KNOW-SO salvation. An exami- 
ination, proving, testing, and trying of “self” leads to con- 
viction, condemnation, and self-crucifixion. God said, “I 
will set a plumb line in the midst of my people Israel,” 
Amos 7:8. And again, “Judgment will I also lay to the 
line, and righteousness to the plummet,” Isaiah 28:17. 
God’s plumb line does not vary; it is infinite in its ac- 
curacy. God has the last and final say; it is His will, not 
ours; His way, not ours; His Word, not ours. 

The cross prevents many from living the more abun- 
dant, fuller, richer life that is found only in Christ. 
Through the cross God finds out just how much we really 
love Him, how much we really care. We know He loves 
and cares, but we often fail to realize that He is just as 
anxious to learn and to know just how much we love and 
care. God desires a reciprocal love. He told Israel—and 
He speaks the same to us—‘“For the Lord your God prov- 
eth you, to know whether ye love the Lord your God with 
all your heart and with all your soul,” Deuteronomy 
13:3. Yes, God is just as anxious to find out JUST HOW 
MUCH we really love Him. THE CROSS IS HIS WAY OF 
KNOWING; IT IS ALSO OURS. “Self” would flee from 
this way; “self” would seek some OTHER way to make 
love known; but, the cross is God’s way. It is a way that 
will not fail; it cannot fail. It is the way of true love, 
true sacrifice, and explicit obedience. 


GoD CANNOT WORK through a self-willed 
follower. For this reason Jesus taught His disciples to 
pray, “THY WILL be done in earth.” The Father’s will 
must be done, not man’s. Either we have OUR way in our 
life, or God has His way. We desire HIS WILL and not 
OURS because He knows best, because we love Him more 
than “self,” because we had rather live His life in Him 
than live our life for self. OUR will must be surrendered 
to His will, if, we would have our joy complete and full. 

Jesus was a living testimony to this truth. He said, “For 
I came down from heaven NOT TO DO MINE OWN WILL, 
but THE will of him that sent me,” John 6:30. “I seek 
NOT MINE OWN WILL, but the will OF THE FATHER,” 


j John 5:30. “I can of MINE OWN SELF do nothing,” John 


5:30. “My doctrine is NOT MINE,” John 7:16. “I seek not 
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MINE OWN glory,” John 8:50. “I must work the works 
OF HIM THAT sent me,” John 9:4. “If any man will do 
HIS WILL, he shall know of the doctrine,” John 7:17. “My 
meat is to do the WILL OF HIM that sent me,” John 4:32. 

If it was necessary for Christ to do as He states above 
in order to please the Father, surely it is even more neces- 
sary for us, if He is to live His life through ours. David 
said, “I delight to do THY WILL, O my God,” Psalm 40:8. 
Jesus said that it was the Father’s will, His work, His 
doctrine, His glory, and that He did ALWAYS those things 
which pleased the Father. Is there less demanded of His 
disciples? Is God pleased when we live for self instead of 
Him? when we have OUR way, perform OUR work, make 
OUR doctrine, seek OUR glory? 


For US TO TAKE up our cross, deny self, 
and follow Him will mean eventually the “loss” of our 
own self-life. We shall become tired of defeat, failure, and 
disappointment in listening to and obeying “self.” The 
grief, sadness, and sorrow of the self-life will help us to 
understand the truth of the words of Jesus as He said, “If 
any man come to me, and hate not his father, and moth- 
er, and wife, and children, yea, and his own life also, he 
CANNOT be my disciple,” Luke 14:26. The whole realm of 
self-life is to be hated, if we are ever to have His life, if 
we are to be His disciple. It must be so before we are ever 
willing to “lose” our own. Jesus also said, “For whosoever 
will SAVE “His life” shall LOSE it: and whosoever will 
LOSE “His life” for my sake shall FIND it,” Mark 8:34. 
This is God’s only way for man; there is no other. We 
either LOSE “our life’ NOW, or we lose it later. We must 
“lose” ours to “find” His. To lose our life is not easy; it is 
the way of the cross. But, it is the blessed way; it is the 
only way for complete victory, perfect peace, and perfect 
love. 

The cross is God’s decree for “self.” It is the way of 
death, total death, death in its grim reality to “self” and 
all that the flesh holds dear. “Self-crucifixion is the door 
of entrance into God’s power, wisdom, glory; it is the door 
into His spiritual kingdom, His boundless grace, His in- 
finite love. Here is fulfilled the words of Peter when he 
said, “That he no longer should live THE REST OF HIS

God places the true value upon things which are spiritual 
and eternal. Paul said, “But what things were gain TO 
ME, those I counted loss for Christ,” Philippians 3:7. 
“Self” would reckon “things” (houses, lands, stocks, 
bonds, silver, gold, honor, glory, fame) as being most im- 
portant; God reckons otherwise. To have Him is to for- 
sake all else first. It is to “lose” our self-life. When we 
possess Him in His fulness, the “things” of this life lose 
their appeal; they fade,into insignificance; they become 
as nothing.

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CHICAGO (EP) The harried Ameri- 


can businessman doesn’t have all the 
ulcers. Elephant seals of Guadalupe 
island suffer from ulcers, too! This 
fact, discovered recently by natural 
scientists, is revealed in the newest 
Moody Institute of Science film “Prior 
Claim” just released. With refreshing 
originality and persistent curiosity the 
camera ferrets out such intriguing 
facts of nature as the seal’s stomach.

These films are a part of the 
character guidance program of the 
U.S. Air Force, and they are used in 
industry, in colleges, high schools, 
church groups, and other organiza- 
tions. 


MONTANO CHALLENGES CATHOLIC 
STATISTICS 

NEW YORK (EP) In an editorial 
entitled “Where Are the 30 Million 
Catholics in America?” which ap- 
peared in the September issue of The 
Converted Catholic Magazine, Editor 
Walter M. Montano challenged the 
Roman Catholic Church to back up 
their 1953 census figures. According to 
the Official Catholic Director for 1953, 
there are now 30,425,015 Catholics 
in the United States, Alaska, and the 
Hawaiian Islands. States Dr. Montano, 
“The statistics of the Official Director 
are half fact and half wishful think- 
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ing, and no one knows it so well as the 
hierarchy.” As the basis for his asser- 
tion that Roman Catholic census fig- 
ures are highly overestimated, Dr. 
Montano cites six of the techniques 
employed by the Church in taking its 
census: 

1. Every child baptized in the Rom- 
an Catholic Church is counted, no 
matter what his subsequent life or 
convictions may be. “Even the still- 
born infants, if baptized, figure on the 
rolls.” 

2. All the heretics are counted. Every 
ex-priest or Catholic layman convert- 
ed to the evangelical faith remains on 
the rolls unless they are formally ex- 
communicated. 

3. Also included on the rosters of 
Rome are the millions of “indifferent” 
Catholics who rarely, if ever, go to 
mass, who send their children to pub- 
lic schools, and who disagree with or 
are ignorant of many church teach- 
ings. 

4. A Catholic who moves from one 
parish to another is enrolled in the 
new parish without a letter of trans- 
fer; so that he is also counted on the 
parish roll back home. 

5. Parties to mixed marriages are 
usually included in the statistical re- 
port. The Catholic party remains on 
the rolls regardless of his or her 
change of religious affiliation and 
sometimes the non-Catholic party who 
has signed the mixed marriage con- 
tract is added to the church roster. 

6. Former Catholics who neglect to 
get buried by a Catholic priest are not 
technically “dead”—they are still on 
the rolls of the church! 

Dr. Montano states that the pur- 
poses behind the publication of such 
exaggerated census statistics by the 
Roman Catholic Church are these: 

1. To impress the public and to at- 
tract the interest of those who like to 
“follow the crowd”; 

2. To strengthen the confidence in 
the Church of the millions of “touchy” 
Catholics who are ready at the drop 
of a hat to desert the fold; 

3. To impress the Vatican with the 
numerical strength of American Ca- 





tholicism; 

4. To insure the respect of politic- 
ians who want to win elections. 

Dr. Montano concludes: 

“Where are the 30 million Catholics 
in America? We challenge the Roman 
Catholic Church to produce them. It 
can’t be done!” 


TOKYO, Japan (EP) “We must face 
the fact that for millions alive today 
there is no tomorrow with which they 
can experiment.” Dr. Robert A. Cook, 
of Chicago, Youth for Christ Interna- 
tional president, struck this keynote 
in opening the Sixth World Congress 
on Evangelism sponsored in Tokyo 
this week by his organization in co- 
operation with 40 mission societies. Dr. 
Cook thus set in motion the Congress 
sessions and campaigns which many 
leaders here believe should be the 
greatest concentration of Christian 
evangelism since Pentecost. 


“This is a critical hour in world his- 
tory,” said Dr. Cook. “A sense of ur- 
gency pervades all we do. Our hearts 
are one; 1,250 people from more than 
20 countries have found wonderful fel- 
lowship in a living Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. This is our goal: in the 200 
campaigns that follow the Congress, 
we want to tell every person in _this 
lovely land the glad message of hope 
through faith in Christ; then send 
these delegates back to their own 
countries to put in practice what they 
have experienced here — intensive 
evangelism.” In the evangelistic cam- 
paigns following the Congress, dele- 
gates from the various countries have 
divided into teams for meetings in all 
the major perfectures of Japan, plus 
five sectional teams for Tokyo proper 
and 10 for Hokkaido. 

Official welcome to the delegates 
was extended by the Governor of Tok- 
yo, Superintendent of Police, and by a 
representative of the Japanese For- 
eign Ministry.
